It has 
no legislative authority whatever. All the important ques- 
tions which concern the activities of the Anglican Com- 
munion are brought before it for discussion and in many 
cases the judgment of the conference is registered in votes 
upon resolutions offered by the various committees. But 
the votes and decisions of the conference are purely ad- 
visory. 


Let me give two examples. This year the most important | 


matter which will come before the conference under the 
general head of Church Unity is the proposed South India 
Plan for the uniting of the Anglican, Wesleyan and South In- 
dian United Church, which is composed of Congregationalists 
and Presbyterians, into one South India Church.

ity for making Jesus known to the world. 
It is, therefore, a most significant anniversary. For 1900 
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years the initial impetus of that great day in Jerusalem has 
sent missionaries, prophets, teachers throughout the world. 
There were, according to the account in Acts, about one hun- 
dred disciples when the sun rose. When it set, some three 
thousand had been added. There was, of course, no accurate 
count and this figure is simply tradition but there can be no 
doubt that a very large number were reached. But that very 
large number could be equal only to one good-sized parish of 
today. Now 500,000,000 or 600,000,000 recognize Christ as 
their Lord and Master and year by year the ethical meaning 
of his Gospel finds its way to guidingand directing the course 
of human history, while year by year those who profess him 
as the incarnate Son of God increase in numbers over all the 
world. It is a marvelous story, that of these 1900 years. 


But sometimes, as one thinks of this marvelous achieve- 
ment, one becomes sad because there has been so much fail- 
ure to reach the high levels of Christ upon the part of Chris- 
tian people. The Church itself has failed so constantly. We 
wonder and wonder how it can be that with Christ for our 
Master and the Holy Spirit to guide and strengthen our souls 
we have not done better nor has the Church done better. 


At such times it is well for us to remember the great pati- 
ence of God. A thousand years in His sight are but as a day. 
For hundreds of thousands of years He has been guiding the 
upward movement of man’s life upon this little earth. Nine- 
teen hundred years is nothing in the range of the eternal 
purposes of God. We count ourselves as modern and think 
of ourselves as those upon whom the ends of the ages have 
come down. But actually we are only at the beginning of the 
Church of God upon earth. These 1900 years are but a frac- 
tion of the long ages during which the Gospel is still to be 
preached; men are still to find God in prayer and worship 
and sacrament and human life. These 1900 years are but a 
fraction of the time during which the Kingdom of God is to 
be built among men. Thinking of it all in that way we might 
almost think that all these 1900 Pentecosts which have passed 
since that first one in Jerusalem added together make but one 
birthday, that we are still-in the infancy of the Church and 
that our task is not to complete but to carry forward a little 
the creative activity of God among men.

For a number of years 
THE ADVANCE WORK PROGRAM the Church has been 

able to do _ nothing 
toward the replacement of old equipment in the mission 
field nor to purchase new land and put up the new buildings 
necessary for advance work. At the General Convention of 
1928 it was felt the time had come to go ahead and it was 
decided to apportion to the Dioceses the most important 
projects, asking each to be responsible for one or more. The 
first intention was to complete this special effort in Epiphany 
of this year. But on account of the St. Luke’s Hospital, Tokyo, 
campaign the advance work effort was put off a year. In 
Epiphany of next year we shall all have our opportunity. 


The Diocese of California has been assigned three fine 
projects which altogether will cost $18,000. In this country 
we have our share of a new building for Hoffman-St. Mary’s 
School at Mason, Tennessee. This is one of the fine pieces of 
work for negroes being carried on by the American Church 
Institute. In China we are to purchase land for St. Peter’s 
Church, Hankow, and to share the equipping of the Church’s 
work in Kintehchen, District of Anking. 


Information about these projects will be given later on. We 
shall have a real diocesan educational campaign and then in 
Epiphany our chance to give. Let us all remember this, try 
ot learn more of the work and then when Epiphany comes 
be ready to take our part. 


Forty Years in the Ministry 


On May 30 the Rev. Arthur L. Mitchell of St. Andrew’s 
Parish, Oakland, completed his fortieth year in the ministry 
of the Church and on August 2 will have been thirty-nine 
years a priest. Except for his diaconate, served in the Dio- 
cese of Milwaukee under license of Bishop Kip, all of Mr. 
Mitchell’s ministry has been in the California dioceses. He is 
entering his fifteenth year as rector of St. Andrew’s and con- 
vocational missionary priest to the public institutions.

In the afternoon the great feature of the 
program was a talk by the Rev. J. C. Leffler of St. ‘John’s 
Church, Ross, on the topic, “The Episcopal Church from the 
Outside.” In the evening a fine inspirational address was 
given by the Rev. Mark Rifenbark of Trinity Church, San 
Jose. Early next morning a helpful meditation was given by 
Rev. Charles P. Otis, S. S. J. E. 


The Convocation of Oakland met Wednesday, May 21, at 
St. John’s Church, of which the Rev. John Barrett is rector. 
The Rev. Herald Gardner was the preacher at the morning 
service and his message was deeply appreciated. There was 
an interesting afternoon program. Dean Gee, to the regret of 
all, felt obliged to resign and in his place the members of 
Convocation elected the Rev. W. H. G. Battershill, rector of 
St. James Church. 


Elected to the executive committee of the Oakland Convo- 
cation were the Rev. H. H. Shires of Christ Church, Alameda: 
Rev. Lloyd B. Thomas of Trinity, Oakland; Mr. L. C. Hall of 
St. Peter’s, Oakland, and Mr. E. W. Burr of Trinity Mission, 
Hayward. A resolution was passed felicitating Dean Gee on 
the approaching fortieth anniversary of his ordination and 
expressing the Convocation’s appreciation of his effective 
service as dean. Particular attention was cal'ed to the mis- 
sionary development in the Convocation during Dean Gee’s 
term in office. An invitation to hold the fall meeting of Con- 
vocation at Christ Church, Alameda, was accepted. 

The Convocation of San Francisco met on Thursday, May 
22, at the Church of the Advent, San Francisco. The Rev. Dr. 
H. St. George Buttrum, rector of Christ Church, Sausalito, 
was elected dean and the preacher at the morning service 
was the Rev. Arthur J. Child of All Saints Parish, San Fran- 
cisco. The sessions were all well attended and a very fine 
evening program was given, with the general topic of com- 
munity work under discussion. Talks were made by the 
Bishop, the Rev. Leslie Kelley, the Rev. C. J. Hulsewe and the 
Archdeacon. 

To facilitate well-considered action on matters to be pre- 
sented to the Convocation it was moved at the San Francisco 
meeting that names of all delegates be sent to the secretary 
at least two weeks in advance of the meeting date, so that 
proper information coud] be sent to them. Amplifying this, 
another resolution asked that the secretary of Convention 
send to each delegate a printed notice of all important mat- 
ters to be brought up for vote at Convention. This resolu- 
tion is to be reported on at the next Convocation, to be held 
at St. John’s, Ross. 

All three convocations were marked by the gracious hos- 
pitality of the people of the entertaining parish and at each 
Convocation the matter of the National Council’s advance 
work program was discussed either by the Bishop or the 
Archdeacon.

Mission of Healing Reaches Afar 


Requests for help in relieving unhappy conditions have 
come to the Grace Cathedral Mission of Healing from many 
distant places, it was stated in the mission’s report presented 
at the Synod. England, Belgium, Honolulu and all sections of 
the United States are represented among those who look to 
the mission for aid. Now in its tenth year of operation, the 
Mission of Healing has twelve prayer circles which meet 
once a month. Four of these are conducted by the Girls’ 
Friendly Society, Daughters of the King, Woman’s Auxiliary 
and St. Elizabeth’s Chapter of the Cathedral Guild and the 
others by individual leaders. 

Nearly 33,000 copies of The Healing Messenger are mailed 
annually to persons in twenty-seven States of the Union and 
seven foreign countries. Eleven hundred copies are issued 
every week, of which five hundred are used in the cathedral. 
“Wings of Healing” is in the fifth edition and 4200 copies 
have been sold since the book apeared in 1927. A Braille edi- 
tion is being brought out by the Mission of Healing, to be 
sold at cost to the blind. The mission is donating the inter- 
point plates, which cost $68. 


Rev. F. B. Bartlett to Remain in Province 


An invitation to take charge of the domestic mission field 
for the National Council has been declined by the Rev. F. B. 
Bartlett, provincial field department secretary. A resolution 
commending Mr. Bartlett for his work in the Province was 
among the first items of business to be passed by the Synod.

Paul’s, Burlingame; at the Church of St. Matthew, San Mateo;

At each place an oppor- 
tunity was afforded to meet the parishioners and become 
better acquainted.

St. Mark’s, King City, was reached in time for 
dinner. This dinner gathering was a delightful occasion. The 
program included the introduction of the workers of St. 
Mark’s and speeches by Bishop Sanford, Dean Gresham, the 
Rev. W. W. Jennings, Mrs. Sherman and others of the party.

River following the annual custom of the Navy Department 


in putting its vessels on show. They make a mighty presenta-: 


tion of force which we hope will never have to be used 
against our fellow nations. But they form a majestic spec- 
tacle when viewed from Riverside drive. By night they are 
peculiarly spectacular. Not the least of the diversions they 
afford is in the turning of their powerful searchlights upon 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine. The effect is wonderful. 
Every line and angle of that splendid structure stands out in 
the clearest view against the darkness and gives it a far more 
glorious aspect than it affords by day. To those who are wont 
to deplore the erection of such vast ecclesiastical structures 
as a form of waste the spectacle will be an object lesson. It 
conveys an inimitable impression of the most eminent of all 
arts, that of architecture, and speaks more for the merit of 
religion than any words of man. It is one of the finest ser- 
mons in stone in all the world and grows more magnificent 
with the years. That it will become the glory of New York, 
just as the great cathedrals of Europe have made their sev- 
eral cities famous, is certain. Noble structures are the finest 
forms of dignity devised by man and nowhere have they 
found better expression than in the more notable places of 
worship.—The Churchman. 


* In many respects one of the most impressive and sig- 
nificant of the special services held in the cathedral, the 
annual Florence Nightingale service for nurses, was held 
Sunday afternoon, May 18. More than 500 student and gradu- 
ate nurses attended, representing all of the city’s hospitals 
and training schools. “Believe that in the divine plan your 
life means for you a calling rather than a profession,” Dean 
Gresham told them in his sermon, pointing out that the high- 
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est standard of service can only be so attained. Renewal of 
the Florence Nightingale pledge was a feature of the service, 
which is held each year under the auspices of the Guild of 
St. Barnabas for Nurses. 

Motion pictures of the cathedral, including construction 
activities, were shown at an open meeting of the cathedral! 
Men’s Club in Grace Chapel on the night of May 13. Arch- 
deacon Porter was there to tell about the Wayside Cross pil- 
grimage and movies taken on the pilgrimage last year were 
shown. Two new scenes have been added to the cathedral 
film recently—one of the completed steel work and the other 
of the nurses at the Florence Nightingale service. Any parish 
which has a projector or contemplates putting on a special 
evening of motion pictures is invited to make use of the film. 
Requests for it may be addressed either to the Archdeacon 


or to the Grace Cathedral Building Fund office. 


The painstaking work of installing the organ in the Chape| 
of Grace is nearing completion, a'though at the moment of 
writing considerable remains to be done. Of richly-carved 
oak, the organ screen promises to add a warm note to the 
decorative features of the chapel. 


S. Waldo Coleman, chairman of the cathedral completion 
committee, and Horace B. Clifton, acting chairman of the 
finance committee, visited the Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine when in New York recently and found that much work 
had been done on the edifice in the past year. Mr. Coleman 
visited Washington Cathedral on his trip and noted great 
progress there also. The authorities of Washington Cathedral 
hope to have the north and south transepts completed by 
1932 for the national observance of the two hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of George Washington. Construction of 
the south transept is under way, Mr. Coleman reports.

The smallest subscription to the cathedral building fund 
was received a few days ago, to speak a paradox. In dollars 
il represented a goodly sum but it was written on a little 
calling card and thereby won the distinction mentioned. The 
donor is the Rev. Louis E. Durr of Cincinnati, who about 
twenty years ago once preached in the cathedral.

The crossing and transepts of St. Mark’s Cathedral, Seattle, 
have been built to a height of 125 feet and temporarily 
roofed in, according to Bishop S. Arthur Huston, who was a 
Synod visitor. A memorial chapel, 25 by 40 feet in size, a'so 
is partly completed. The great central tower of the Seattle 
cathedral will be nearly 300 feet high when finished. In Spo- 
kane the nave of the Cathedral of St. John the Evangelist is 
completed and is being used for worship.

THE SYNOD COMES TO SAN FRANCISCO

For the first time since the Eighth Province was organ- 
ized, fifteen years ago, San Francisco was host to the Synod 
of the Pacific on May 7,8 and 9 when some two hundred 
delegates and visitors met at Grace Cathedral to consider and 
act upon matters concerning the life and work of the Church 
in the vast region which extends from the Rocky Mountains 
to the distant Philippines and from the Mexican border to 
Alaska. It was the twelfth annual meeting of the Synod and, 
in acordance with the specific request of the Provincial 
Council, was one of the most simple in point of entertain- 
ment features. 

Looking back it is rather difficult for an outside observer 
to decide how this meting of the Synod should be character- 
ized. One is tempted to say that it was “conservatively pro- 
gressive” or that it presented new challenges and new oppor- 
tunities to the Church. A meeting of the Synod is so brief, 
however, that it can reveal only the trend of more advanced 
thought and can act favorably only on such matters as may 
have been threshed out already to general satisfaction. In 
other words, the Synod might be said to be ahead of the 
times in individual thought and behind the times in legisla- 
tive action. This is inevitable in a body that has only a few 
hours of its time available for the consideration of new busi- 
ness and whose members courteously soft-pedal questions 
which, if vigorously pushed forward, would involve the as- 
sembly in long and perhaps heated debate. 


Actions Are Summarized 

The actions of the Synod may be sumarized rather briefly 
as follows: | 

Voted to add three women associate members to the Pro- 
vincial Council. 

Passed a resolution commending to the clergy and people 
of the Province an intelligent study of the problems of 
church unity and urging the deve!opment of a better under- 
standing among all Christian people. 

Accepted in considerably modified form the report of the 
committee on placement of clergy. 

Passed a reso'ution of sympathy for the unemployed. 

Passed a resolution congratulating Bishop Perry upon his 
election to the office of presiding bishop and inviting him to 
attend the next meeting of the Synod. 

Listened to numerous reports of committees, most of which 
were accepted without modification. 

Asked that the committee on Oriental work continue tis 
investigation of the situation within the Province for an- 
other year. 

Voted to accept the invitation of the Bishop of Arizona to 
meet next year in Phoenix. 

Of the foregoing matters only two met with considerable 
opposition. As might be expected, one of these was the 


amendment to the ordinances providing for women members 
of the Provincial Council. Introduced by Bishop Parsons, 
early in the session, the amendment as originally worded 
placed no limitations upon the voting powers of the pro- 
posed new members. However, a constitutional point was at 
once raised and by a friend of the measure. Women, it was 
pointed out, are not eligible to membership in the Synod and 
it was questioned whether or not they could legally be given 
a place on the Synod’s interim executive body, which the 
Provincial Council is. 

The suggestion was then made that the women be made 
associate members, with a voice but no vote. This, too, met 
with objections from those who favored giving the women 
full power and the matter was referred to the committee on 
ordinances for study and possible modification. As reported 
out of the comimttee in the closing minutes of the Synod the 
amendment provided for three women associate members, to 
have a voice and vote in the Council except on certain ques- 
tions which in the judgment of the committee could consti- 
tutionally be voted upon only by the Synod or those persons 
regularly elected by the Synod. Election of a new member to 
fill a vacancy in the Council and calling of a special meeting 
of the Synod are typical of the questions specially exempted. 


Close Vote on Motion to Defer Action 

In an effort to block action on the amendment a motion 
was made to refer it back to committee for consideration 
next year but this was defeated by the close vote of 29 to 21. 
The opposition then allowed a vote to be taken at once on 
the measure itself, which passed by a substantial majority. 

The new members of the Council are to be elected through 
the provincial branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary. Adjourn- 
ment of that body prevented election of the women members 
at this Synod and the first women to sit on the Council will 
be those elected at the meeting in Phoenix in 1931. 

The other matter to provoke warm debate was the report 
of the committee on the placement of clergy. This group pre- 
sented as their own the report adopted by the National Com- 
mission on the Ministry at a meeting held at Howe, Indiana, 
last February. In this it was recommended, among other 
things, that a placement comimttee be appointed in each 
Diocese, empowered to make nominations to fill vacancies 
and, within certain liimtations, to transfer and remove 
clergy. Acceptance or rejection of the nominees would be 
left to the vestry but the nomination must come through the 
committee. A central record bureau which would keep a 
complete record of all clergy on a standard form also was 
recommended. 

Clergy Placement Report Modified 

The shortcomings of the present system were readily ad- 

mitted by clergy and laymen alike but both groups voiced a 
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decided reluctance to vest a placement committee with suffi- 
cient authority to make it effective or to approve any plan 
for a centralized record office which might possibly become 
bureaucratic in its operation. The report as finally modified 
and accepted probably gives a fairly accurate idea of the 
thought of the Synod. It is as follows: 

“1. The problem as stated by the commission is a real one 
There are many misfits and a more skillful placing of the 
clergy is urgently needed. The Synod calls attention, how- 
ever, to three facts which bear upon the problem. There are 
many misfits in every profession. No corporation is satisfied 
with the initiative and efficiency of all those who are in posi- 
tions of responsibility. The ministry of the Church can not 
be expected to be without a considerable number of those 
who do not reach the highest standards of effective work. 
We judge that the most important point at which to deal 
with this problem is during the period of candidacy. It is 
common to assume that when a young man has been admitted 
as a candidate he will practically inevitably go forward to 
ordination. We believe that the work of the candidate 
should be constantly scrutinized and undesirable candidates 
eliminated. The third fact to be noted is that the Church is 
not a business corporation; that efficiency is a very poor 
substitute for pastoral, priestly and prophetic values in a 
man’s ministry. A highly successful ministry within a parish 


_may often be accompined by few indications of growth in 


numbers or financial prosperity. 

“2. The Synod approves in principle of the proposal that 
a record be maintained upon a standard form of all candi- 
dates and clergy canonically resident in the Diocese and that 
a copy of each such record be sent to a committee on records 
under the direction of the Presiding Bishop and the National 
Council, so that a complete and authoritative record of the 
clergy of the whole Church be made available, under proper 
regulations, to provincial and diocesan authorities. 

“3. The Synod, recognizing the possible desirability of a 
committee to act with the Bishop in this matter, believes 
that the standing committee of the Diocese or the council of 
advice in a missionary district is quite adequate but that it 
should be treated not as having co-ordinate authority with 
the Bishop in the matter but as advisory; with, however, the 


authority to take the initiative in making suggestions to the - 


Bishop at its discretion. The Synod notes that the proposed 
method of nominations by the Bishop and placement com- 
mittee in which the power to call is still lodged with the 
vestry is practically valueless. Any vestry could, under this 
arrangement, continue to refuse to call a rector until a nomi- 
nation of the man they want is made to them. What is needed 
is sufficient legislation to make it absolutely necessary for 
the vestry to counsel with the Bishop before any action of 
any kind is taken. 

“4, In the matter of removal the Synod notes with ap- 
proval that the recommendations of the committee now are 
not for removal alone but for change from one place to an- 
other. This would make cananically possible what would not 
always be practically feasible. In cases where there is active 
trouble in the parish the Synod believes that the Bishop or 
the Bishop and the standing committee should be given 
power to bring the matter to an ultimate decision but with- 
out requiring the provision of another place for the priest 
involved. This is a disciplinary matter and deals with an 
entirely different aspect of the subject but our present legis- 
lation is inadequate. On the other hand, we are satisfied that 
it would be unwise to infringe upon the traditional position 
of the Church that the rector of a parish has life tenure.” 


Church Unity Resolution Approved 


The resolution on church unity introduced by Bishop Par- 
sons and passed unanimously by the Synod took up the 
major points made by him in his address at the opening of 


_ the Diocesan Convention earlier in the year. It was worded 


as follows: 

“The Synod of the Pacific, recognizing the growing im- 
portance of the questions involved in the movement for the 
reunion of Christian churches makes the following recom- 
mendations to the clergy and people of the Province of the 
Pacific. 

“1. Increased study upon the part of both clergy and laity. 
The reports of the Lausanne Conference on Faith and Order 
are valuable material for such study. The committee of the 
Church of England which has made the official study of 


these reports has dealt with them by comparison of this 
Church. Study directed in this way by our people would 
increase the knowledge of our own position and the under- 
standing of that of others. 


_“2..The Synod urges every effort to increase the mutual 
understanding among Christians. Fellowship in work, fel- 
lowship in welfare and social work, conferences dealing 
with the differences between the communions and every 
other means to bring Christian people together will hasten 
the day of unity. 

“3. We also urge increasing co-operation upon the part 
of our clergy and people in such practical matters as the 
co-operative consideration of religious needs, in educational 
institutions, rural fields and the like. Local federations, min- 
isterial fellowships and other similar groupings may help 
greatly in making more effective the appeal of Christ to 
those communities in which we have responsibility. 

“4. We would call attention to the opportunities open 
through the removal of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific to Berkeley and its co-operation there with the Uni- 
versity of California and the theological schools located in 
that place to educate our ministry with a wider and more 
sympathetic understanding of the ministries and ideals of 
other communions. To further the cause of unity through the 
education of the clergy is to touch the problem of unity at 
its source. 

“5. Finally we put on record our faith that it is the will of 
our Lord that his followers should be one and that that unity 
can be found only in a full realization upon the part of all 
Christian people of the Pauline teaching that the Church is 
the body of Christ and the historic. Catholic ideal as ex- 
pressed in the great creeds—the Church, one, holy, catholic 
and apostolic.” 


Church Is Warned Against Communism 


More than 300 attended the Synod dinner at the Fairmont 
Hotel on May 7, at which Bishop Parsons presided with 
characteristic graciousness and wit. Into the jollity of the 
gathering, however, Bishop Walter T. Sumner of Oregon 
threw a sombre warning that the Church must gird itself for 
a major battle against Communism. Soviet agents, he de- 
clared, have already attempted to seize control of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox congregation in Portland and turn their meet- 
ing place into a club house but were defeated in their pur- 
pose. “Communism is directly opposed to everything that we 
stand for,” Bishop Sumner asserted, going on to intimate 
that there was danger of its spreading throughout the world. 
“We must read and inform ourselves on the issue and be 
prepared to face it.” 

In more cheerful vein was the talk of Mrs. Lawrence M. 
Judd, wife of the Governor of Hawaii and a delegate to the 
meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary, who told of the work of 
the Church in the islands. Introduced as ‘a vestryman who 
is not a vestryman,” Mrs. Judd said that it was Bishop Lit- 
tell’s desire that there should be women on the vestry of each 
church in his district. Three of the twelve vestrymen of St. 
Andrew’s, Honolulu, are women—among them being Mrs. 
Judd. 

Some interesting figures on the growth of the Eighth Pro- 
vince since its organization were given at the dinner by 
Bishop L. C. Sanford of the missionary district of San Joa- 
quin and president of the Province. Confirmations increased 
from 3233 in 1915 to 4624. Communicants increased from 
42,292 to 70,496. Baptisms, however, showed a decrease 
from 4778 to 4449 and Bishop Sanford suggested that it 
might be interesting to investigate the causes for the falling 
off. That the missionary district has come to be an anomaly 
was the statement of Bishop Sanford. He referred to the ac- 
tion of the House of Bishops in the meeting at Atlantic City 
in resolving that the time has come to wipe out the differ- 
ences between dioceses and districts. “In the past twenty- 
five years the missionary districts have become equals of 
many weak dioceses and stronger than some,” he said. “Yet 
the weak dioceses can not claim a subsidy from the national 
Church and the strong missionary districts can.” 

Rural Work Urged by Bishop Remington 

A plea that more attention be directed to the rural field 
was made by the Rt. Rev. William P. Remington of the mis- 
sionary district of Eastern Oregon in the report of the Field 
Department. “We must send some of our best men into the 
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rural districts,” he said. “They should be trained in the 
problems to be encountered and then given an opportunity 
to do a real piece of work.” The tendency to concentrate 
activity on the rapidly-growing industrial centers was classi- 
fied as dangerous by Bishop Remington, who pointed out 
that country people not only have the time to think out re- 
ligious questions but also are shown by surveys to rate re- 
ligion topmost among their interests in life. 


The dynamic Bishop of Eastern Oregon voiced another 
plea in his sermon at the missionary mass meeting in the 
cathedral, this time a plea for the restoration of the adven- 
turous quality of the early Christian missionaries. “We must 
expand,” he declared. “We can not reduce, nor can we dig 
in and ho'd the trenches. The missionary spirit must be- 
come the spirit of the Church, not simply a part but the very 
life blood, the lungs’ breath, the pulse beat of the body of 
Christ. It requires of us not less but more, not economy but 
new ventures and an expanding policy.” 


Christian healing was held out by Bishop Remington as an 
art that must be recovered by the Church. It is the duty of 
the Church, he said in effect, to take over the work now left 
largely to psychiatrists, to utilize the findings of modern 
psychology but to go a step farther and instead of the 
psychologist’s philosophy of defeatism to teach Christ’s 
philosophy of the victorious life. 


“Ignorance is still our chief sin,” said Bishop Remington. 
“We must assert that the way of Jesus was the ultimate dis- 
covery of reality. The solution of all our maladjustments is 
the reconciliation of our thinking and our way of life to the 
purpose of what lies back of the universe, not in what ap- 
pears to our disordered, limited thinking.’ 


Filipino Situation Called Moral Menace 


A moral menace that is a distinct challenge to the Church 
is presented by the 30,000 Filipinos in California, stated the 
Rev. George F. Weld of Santa Barbara, at a joint session of 
the Synod at which the Oriental work and opportunity with- 
in the Province was discussed. Only one in ten of the Fili- 
pinos in the State are women, a situation that has already 
led to racial clashes in several sections of California. Work 
among them is doubly difficult because of the transient na- 
ture of their employment. Also transient, although becoming 
less so, are the Japanese, of whom there are 130,000 in the 
Province. The 40,000 Chinese, however, are we'l established 
and work among them is most successful. 


Continuation of the comimttee that is making a survey of 
the Oriental situation in the Province was recommended as 
the report showed that there was a vast amount of informa- 
tion yet to be obtained. It has been proposed that the Pro- 
vince take over the Oriental missions from the national 
Church. 


Bishop Walter Mitchell of Arizona, Rev. George F. Weld of 
Santa Barbara and W. A. Monten of Los Angeles were elected 
to the Provincial Council for three-year terms and B. G. Ewing 
of Spokane was elected for a two-year term. Frederic M. Lee 
of San Francisco was elected treasurer of the Province. 

Present at the Svnod were Bishop L. C. Sanford of San 
Joaquin, Bishop William Hall Moreland of Sacramento, 
Bishop W. Bertrand Stevens of Los Angeles, Bishop Walter 
Mitchell of Arizona, Bishop Thomas Jenkins of Nevada, 
Bishop Arthur Mou!'ton of Utah, Bishop Walter T. Sumner of 
Oregon, Bishop William P. Remington of Eastern Oregon, 
Bishop S. Arthur Huston of Olympia, Bishop Edward M. 
Cross of Spokane and Bishop Parsons. 

A total of 203 delegates and visitors registered at the 
headquarters office. Eleven were bishops, 74 were clerical 
and lay delegates to the Synod, 54 were delegates to the 
Woman’s Auxiliary and 64 were out-of-town visitors. Enter- 
lainment was limited to the luncheons and dinner, as the 
Provincial Council had requested that expenses be kept to a 
minimum in order that a precedent of simplicity might be 
established. The Fairmont was the official hotel for the 
Synod and the Stewart and Clift also housed a number of 
the delegates and co-operated in making them feel at home. 
- The Synod expressed by a rising vote its appreciation of 

the gracious hospitality of the Bishop of California, the spe- 
cial committee on arrangements for the Synod, the dean and 
members of the cathedral and others of the Diocese re- 
sponsible for the happy and profitable sessions of the meet- 
ing of the Synod, to use the language of the resolution. 


Highlights from the Woman’s Auxiliary

The Woman’s Auxiliary opened its Synod meeting Wednes- 
day morning, May 7, at 10:45 o’clock in Grace Chapel, with 
Mrs. L. C. Lance, provincial president, presiding. Only a few 
of the significant moments of the sessions can be recorded 
here. Bishop Parsons was specially happy in his greeting to 
the women when he told us, smilingly, that “Christians are 
coming to prefer conference to controversy” and that co- 
operative work was the present purpose. 


Our diocesan president, Mrs. H. M. Sherman, greeted the 
provincial group and in responding Mrs. William C. Todt of 
Kingman, Arizona left with us the message to the friars: 
“Don’t be sad and gloomy as the hypocrites are but go out 
full of joy and gladness.” 


The roll call revealed an almost full quota of delegates and 
many alternates and visitors. Even Honolulu sent three 
delegates. 

Bishop Mitchell of Arizona conducted the first noon-hour 
meditation on the growth of the spiritual life. A slow proc- 
ess to climb spiritually but it is the only purpose of the 
Christian life to manifest the glory of God. 

The first afternoon session was filled with interest for the 
delegates. Mrs. Lance’s address was full of her own spirit 
in the work—co-operation and assistance. Mrs. Wilson John- 
son presented the resolution in memory of Mrs. Monteagle 
and those moments were filled with significance for all. 

The work of the new St. Margaret’s House, with its present 
objective, was most ably presented by Dean Newell. Mrs. E. 
C. Tuthill of Tucson, Arizona, and Miss Ilione Baldwin of 
Berkeley, presented vividly the college girl and her point of 
view. Father Otis spoke on the work of the five sisterhoods 
in the Eighth Province—Sisters of the Holy Nativity, Sisters 
of the Transfiguration, Sisters of St. John Baptist, Sisters of 
St. Saviour and Sisters of St. Mary. 

Thursday morning the meeting opened under the inspiring 
devotional leadership of Mrs. James Otis Lincoln. She 
stated the purpose of the Church, the only reason for the 
Church, with its synods and its councils and various organ- 
izations, was “that God shall become a reality to every hu- 
man soul. You are a child of God; you are nobly born; you 
have to live nobly. Jesus Christ is man’s idea of a God and 
God’s idea of a man. There isn’t any kind of religion but a 
personal religion. Courage, gaiety and a quiet mind is a 
splendid motto for daily living.” None of the sentences can 
give the dynamic quality of Mrs. Lincoln’s clear, fearless 
thinking. 

The outstanding speech of the morning sesison was that of 
Miss Matilda Allison of Napa, who came with her beautiful 
German shepherd dog—Mary Betty No. 3. The dog has been 
trained with Miss Aillison, so that now this interesting blind 
woman is free, as she says, to go about as a person with 


sight goes. Miss Allison gave the history of the development: 


of the Braille system. Our Church annually contributes to 
the spread of religious work for the blind. Ninety per cent of 
the blind in the United States are adults and 10 per cent are 
of school age. Her delightful story of the bringing of the 
dogs to this country to be trained as guides to the blind and 
her demonstration to us of the quickness and intelligence of 
her own dog gave to the women of the Province a picture 
of “courage, gaiety and a quiet mind” never to be forgotten. 

The afternoon joint session with the Synod was, perhaps, 
the highest point of the session. Under the leadership of 
Bishop Remington, with dear Mrs. Remington at the organ, 
the whole conference sang those two stirring songs, “The 
Call of Christ” and “The Ranks of Truth’—songs of the 
Church army—at the opening session. 

The women began Friday’s program with Mrs. Lincoln, 


‘who put before us the words with which to begin our days: 


Sunday, joy; Monday, life; Tuesday, power (Christ gave us 
power; poverty is a breaking of the law of love); Wednes- 
day, light; Thursday, love (love is the fulfilling of the whole; 
love is friendliness toward the world); Friday, sacrifice (a 
choosing); Saturday, peace. 

The closing session was given over to reports and election 
of officers, in addition to the regular program. Mrs. Charles 
Carver of Portland, Oregon, was elected the new third vice- 
president of the provincial organization. 

The Synod voted to accept the invitation of Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, to hold the next meeting of the Province there. 
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GOD’S PURPOSE AND MAN’S DUTY 


(From the Synod Sermon by Bishop Parsons) 


Isaiah 14:26—“This is the purpose that is purposed upon 
the whole earth, and this is the hand that is stretched out 
upon all nations.” 


These words from Isaiah’s prophetic vision of the sov- 
ereign will of God working out the destinies of men and 
nations may well give us a starting point from which to re- 
mind ourselves of our relation to the outworking of that 
purpose. 

God’s purpose is the purpose that is purposed upon the 
whole earth and yet without man He is helpless. He sets the 
goal but men must choose it. He guides but men must listen 
to His words. He overrules sin. He takes ignorance and makes 
it serve his cause. Out of the defeat of Calvary He brings the 
victory of Easter. He confounds the wisdom of the wise. He 
builds civilization upon foolishness and sets men seeking a 
goal which is but a stumbling block. He does all this with 
His mighty hand and stretched out arm. And yet He does it 
all, and can do it all, only as we (who may if we will repudi- 
ate Him, despise Him, deny Him) freely give ourselves to his 
purpose. 

I suppose that the nearest illustration we can have to he!p 
us understand is to conceive of the way in which a dominat- 
ing personality in a single group may get his will accom- 
plished without in any way impairing the freedom of those 
who work with Him. There are men who compel others by 
a kind of ruthless force. Their employes and the groups they 
control are mere automata whose personalities have been 
dwarfed or crushed by the master mind. But there are 
others whose rule is effective because it calls into play all 
that is best in those who follow. Personalities grow, abilities 
undreamed of are revealed by the touch of such great souls. 
In some such way God works with us. 


And my illustration is the surer because that is the way 
in which our Lord worked. Dead men came fo life under his 
touch! That is parable. It was dead men’s souls wakened, 
poverty-stricken souls made rich, weak wills made strong; 
and yet one knows that Peter, turned from coward to martyr, 
was still the same Peter grown into new powers, the same 
Peter with unguessed qualities brought to light; not less of a 
person but more; not in bondage but free, with a freedom 
of undreamed of glory. 

This method of our Lord’s working as it reveals to us 
God’s method is of vital importance in all our Christian life 
and all our conceptions of the work of the Church. The 
touch of love, the impact of personality, God in Christ deal- 
ing with us as Christ dealt with men during his ministry, if 
we take such ideals to heart we realize that Christianity can 
never be what is called a religion of authority, that the law 
is only a schoolmaster to bring us to Christ. Here in our fam- 
ily group we may well be permitted to rejoice in the way in 
which our own Church has kept this ideal and always given 
us principles (as Jesus did) rather than rules. Here is the 
Holy Communion, the great sacrament of life. The Church 
offers it to all her children but the Church never prescribes 
any rule as to how often the child shall receive. The Church 
sets apart Lent for exercises of devotion but no bishop tells 
his people what they shall eat and drink. Personality is too 
sacred to be yoked in such fashion. 

But let us come now a step further. We see God turning 
the course of the stream of human history through the great 
personalities that respond to His touch and yet that their 
response is free and His purpose can only be worked out as 
they freely accept it. But what we must note and take to 
heart is that we can not separate ourselves from these great 
personalities; we can not draw lines and say to comfort our- 


selves: “God’s purpose is dependent upon Francis’ response, 


or Paul’s, but what of me? I am so little, so inconsequential, 
that it matters not what I do or don’t do. The purpose that is 
purposed upon the whole earth is independent of what I do 
and do not do.” But is it? Every pebble along the stream af- 
fects its course. One vote may change history. Three thou- 
sand votes in California in 1916 gave the world the League 
of Nations. “For want of a nail the shoe was lost, for want 
of a shoe the horse was lost, for want of a horse the battle 
was lost and the kingdom fell,” runs an old saw. But if God 
works through personalities within the range of our abilities 


and our knowledge, our responsibility is no less than Paul's 
or John’s or Gregory’s. The world will not tell me that, like 
Luther, I have changed the course of history; but who can 
know the magnitude of the burden which rests on me in 
the eyes of God? Penetrating all the life about me is the life 
of God, guiding all its movement is the purpose of God and 
I can not if I will shake off my relation to the mighty pur- 
pose. I may block it. I may turn it back, I may help it for- 
ward but escape it I can not. Some choice I must make for 
God has set me a free soul in the world of men. If I respond 
to it, let it grip me and guide me I win greater freedom for 
myself. My life will expand. My purpose will deepen but most 
joyous of all I shall do my part, small or large as it may be 
to make it possible for him to work His purpose out. His is 
the purpose that is purposed upon the whole earth but with- 
out men to respond and share it, His purpose can not be 
achieved. His will is dominant and yet it depends upon ours. 
His achievement is inevitable yet we can make it fail. His 
power is absolute yet it is altogether conditioned. Such is 
the great paradox of the Christian religion. “By grace ve are 
saved.” By faith alone is salvation. Such is the interpretation 
of the daily experience of men, though the full meaning of 
it be hid in the mystery of the Divine Life. 


You see whither all this leads. You see that I have chosen 
such a message not for the message’s sake but for the sake of 
the work which we met here to do. The Church is set to help 
the divine purpose in the world. The Synod of this Province 
is one of the small instruments in the huge family of God. 
We say that it has small legislative power, that it is in fact 
little more than a gathering for fellowship and conference 
but if we think of it in relation to the purpose that is pur- 
posed for the whole earth we exalt it at once. It takes on a 
dignity and confers a responsibility of the highest kind. 
Even its slightest decision, even the tone of its debates and 
the temper of its members, for aught we know, may have in- 
calculable results for the purpose of God in the world. We 
can not foresee what its eternal meaning may be but it is 
linked to God’s purpose and except we who compose it yield 
heart and mind to that purpose we may block it, defeat it 
for the time, postpone the coming of the Kingdom. It is then 
our first duty as we assemble here not to pray in formal 
fashion that God may bless our work but pray with heart- 
searching earnestness that we may yield ourselves to Him, 
think clearly, act surely, be brave with the courage of faith. 


But when we lift our small task in such a fashion into the 
stream of the eternal purpose of God there are certain very 
obvious conditions under which our work must be done. We 
must always strive for certainty that it is God’s will and not 
ours that we have chosen. There are many stories of Chris- 
tians praying for God’s guidance after they have made up 
their own minds. There have been endless gatherings of 
Christians in which men have identified their own partisan 
purposes with God’s. It is one of the hopeful signs of the day 
that men are beginning to think of conference as more im- 
portant than controversy. That means only that they are 
learning to act as the children of God should act. Their work 
is a co-operative task and if the will of God is to be found 
and His purpose prevail they must not only individually but 
collectively seek rather than strive. They must labor not only 
to prevail but to know what God would have prevail. 


Again, we must learn to discriminate between God’s great 
purpose and the small means which we find at hand to put 
that purpose into effect. Here against is paradox. The Synod 
is not the Kingdom of God nor is the Church the Kingdom 
of God. They are only such means as we have entrusted to 
us in order to help God’s purpose of the Kingdom. Few ideas 
have been more pregnant with evil consequences for the 
Kingdom than that to which for so many centuries the 
Church gave its adherence, the idea that the Church is the 
Kingdom. It resulted as we know so well in the Church 
making itself an end. It led men to feel that prestige and 
power and wealth for the Church meant prestige and power 
and wealth for God. Wherever men have been guided by 
such a principle, no matter how loyal and unselfish their 
devotion, the purpose of God has been shattered against their 
collective selfishness. God has no power and the Church has 
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no power except through personalities that have sunk their 
purpose in the divine purpose. Our Synod, our plans, our 
own particular likes and dislikes in action must be means, 
not ends. Over all and in all works the purpose that is pur- 
posed for the whole earth. 


And that involves one very practical matter. It is God’s 
Kingdom upon earth, not on the Pacific Coast or in the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church for which we are striving and all 
our actions must have behind them this wor!d-wide and 
eternal view. We can not discuss the racial work or foreign- 
born work for which we are planning to take responsibility 
in the light of our interests alone. We have to think of China 
and Japan and the Mexicans to the south of us. We have to 
think of other Christians and their work and the relation of 
our work to theirs. When we consider, as we are to do, the 
problems connected with the placement of the clergy, we 
have to remember not only our need today in America for 
what we call greater efficiency but also the interests of the 
whole Church of God and the Kingdom which lies beyond it. 
We must be more than dimly aware of the fact that our views 
of the transfer of clergy by a bishop and placement com- 
mittee may affect the whole future of the Church’s life, may 
have bearing upon the problem of the unity of Christians 
and so touch the life of humanity in the ages to come. 


And, finally, we must remember that the mills of God grind 
slowly, that He is utterly unhurried in working out His pur- 
pose. This is something very hard for us Americans to learn. 
We have hurried so. We are so pressed by the rush of life, 
so filled with the consciousness of the vast achievements of 
science during a generation that we are always hunting for 
formulas that will solve our questions overnight. We have 
learned little from the past. We forget that the kind of 
achievement which we exult in today has but a superficial 
relation to the deep things of the spirit—and those are the 
things with which God is chiefly concerned. The Kingdom 
of God comes not by observation. It grows slowly. There are 
those who fondly think that the unity of Christ’s Church may 
be achieved by a few conferences and the agreements of a 
few leaders. It has taken many centuries to bring the present 
divisions out of what was at best but a poor kind of unity. 
One can not root up the prejudices and preconceptions of 
centuries in a moment. We must stop deceiving ourselves 
with the notion that quick work is necessarily good work 
or that to be very busy is to be very useful. That applied to 
the Synod means that we must think and pray, be calm and 
poised in our work, seeking always God’s purpose, not our 
own. 

But that does not mean laxity in our work or indolence 
in reaching our decisions. Although the purpose of God is 
dominant and His will must be achieved, our part is a real 
part, a part necessary to Hiin and to His world of men. 

It is to the thought of that purpose, therefore, that I again 
call your minds and hearts. The great eras of achievement 
in the spreading of the Gospel have been those in which men 
have felt the hand of God upon them. They have looked out 
into the world as Isaiah did and everywhere seen traces, 
signs, evidences of His mighty purpose. They have rejoiced 
to be part of it, to have some share in it. They have yielded 
themselves and their purposes to His and by the power of 
God they have in the quaint words of the Maccabees, “done 
mighty exploits.” We see more clearly today our part in the 
tremendous task. But after all is said and done we are face 
to face in the end with God and it is His purpose which is 
purposed upon the whole earth. His is the power and the 
glory and He is the end of our striving and goal of all our 
hopes. 


Sacramento Wants 1932 Synod 


Disappointed in the wish to have the Synod meet in Sac- 
ramento next year that Diocese has informally invited the 
Synod to assemble there in 1932 and it is considered prob- 
able that the invitation will be accepted at the proper time. 
Invitations for the 1931 meeting were called for rather un- 
expectedly and Bishop Moreland happened not to be in the 
cathedral to present his invitation to the Synod in the regular 
order of business. Later in the session the Synod, out of 
courtesy to Bishop Moreland, voted to reconsider its choice 
of Phoenix in order that he might formally present his in- 
vitation. Final decision was left to the Provincial Council, 
which decided to adhere to the original choice.

Among major activities reported were sewing for mission- 
ary boxes to go out from the supply department to Alaska 
and other places, providing programs with speakers on top- 
ics bearing on church or social service work, carrying on 
educational campaigns of study of boks recommended by 
national headquarters, gathering books and magazines for 
the Seamen’s Institute, visiting hospitals, supplying jams, jel- 
lies and other small commodities to residents of the Laguna 
Eonda Home and, in one parish, supplying bread for the 
House of Friendship. Through each and every one of the 
activities ran the spirit of earnest endeavor to maintain and 
spread the highest spiritual standards and to meet all pledges 
made to carry on the work of the Church in mission fields at 
home and abroad.
